ON AMERICA S FUTURE 
As the United States passes into 
the New Year of 1975, the people 
of this great nation are searching 
for answers 
to 
our present 
problems 
of 
inflation 
and 
recession. 
Despite the anti-business at­ 
titude of too many members in 
Congress, the 
fact is that 
adequate investment capital is 
necessary 
for 
increasing 
production, relieving scarcities, 
and fighting inflation. Investment 
capital means jobs, adequate 
living standards and progressive 
communities. But investors, both 
individual and institutional, will 
not risk their savings in the 
securities market, or otherwise 
make them available for the 
development of new productive 
enterprises, unless the chance to 
make a fair return on their in­ 
vestment in the form of interest, 
dividends or increase in value is 
present. That chance requires 
adequate levels of profit for every 
company seeking to attract in­ 
vestment funds. It also requires 
fair tax treatment for the suc­ 
cessful investor who makes a 
profit. 
For example, the capital gains 
provision of the federal tax laws 
was intended to encourage the 
investor and thereby stimulate 
capital formation. But the tax was 
raised in 1969 so that profits on the 
sale of assets held longer than sue 
months is now taxed at effective 
rates up to 35 per cent. Many 
, investment authorities feel that is 
too high and acts to discourage 
the level of investment needed 
now. 
The capital gains tax is not a 
loophole. It is the lifeline which 
will help build the future of the 
United States. It has been 


estimated that corporate America 
will need more than $2 trillion of 
investment capital over the next 
10 years. This huge sum will be 
required to sustain economic 
growth, a rising standard of 
living, 
adequate 
employment 
opportunities, control inflation 
and, in general, upgrade the 
nation’s 
industrial 
plants 
to 
permit U.S. industries to compete 
successfully for markets against 
the industries of other nations. At 
this time, any tax or regulatory 
proposal 
which discourages 
capital investment, undermines 
adequate profit levels or weakens

three years to live. 
; Irt New York City, that is. 
When Smith, a Southeast 
Missouri native who grew up in 
the tiny Bootheel town of Risco 
(and whose mother, Mrs. Mildred 
Donica, is a long-time resident of 
Cape Girardeau), 
decided 
to 
vacate his position as a college 
instructor in Virginia and move to 
New York he gave himself five 
years to accomplish the goal of 
establishing himself on the 
Broadway stage. 
In the ensuing two and a half 
years Smith’s carerr has almost 
run. the gamut. He has manned 
unemployemtn lines and sung in 
the chorus of a hit Broadway 
musical. He has been victim of 
bitter disappointment and the 
receipient of tantalizing success. 
But the big break, the one big 
break that would catapault him to 
stardom, has remained elusive. 
Discouraging? 
Of course. 
Cause for panic? Not in the least. 
" I’m still sticking to my five-year 
plan,” the currently jobless 33- 
year-old singer-actor informed 
during a recnet interview, con­ 
ducted inthe living room of his 
unpretentious 
aprtment 
near 
Central Park on Manhattan’s 
Upper West Side. 
“ I’m just glad I gave myself 
five years and not two or three,” 
he laughed. 
“ But seriously, I 
expected a lot of rejection. It’s a 
simple case of dues paying, like a 
million other actors have had to 
do.” 
The trick, according to 
Smith, is to keep all that dues 
paying from bankrupting you. 
“ In my own case,” he con­ 
tinued, “ I figured five years was 
about right. If I haven’t gotten to 
the point of being able to work 
steadily and continue to grow as 
an actor by then, I’ll move on to 
other things. But I ’m not ready to 
throw in the towel £et. Noway.” 
During his stay in New York, 
Smith ways he has discovered 
both good news and bad news 
concerning the big stumbling 
block for all actors-competition. 
The good news is that he is just as 
talented, he feels, as the next guy. 
The bad news is, there are vast 
hordes of ‘next guys’ around. 
“ Actors Equity (the primary 
union for stage actors) has over 
19,000 members right now,” he 
noted, “ with only about 25 per 
cent of that number working at 
any given time. So odds can be 
pretty intimidating.” 
Smith was- quick to add, 
however, that “ provided you are 
in just the right place at just the 
right time and are just the right 
type, miracles have been known 
to happen." 
One such miracle (in fact, the 
only such miracle) visited upon 
Smith came shortly after his first 
anniversary in New York. 
It 
provided Ward (the name is a 
shortened version of Edward, 
since another Ed Smith was 
laready listed on the rolls at 
Actors Equity) with his initial feel 
of the Broadway stage. 
That singel experience, not at 
all 
a 
typical, 
graphically 
illustrates the severity of com­ 
petition for even the most minor 
of Broadway roles. 
The show was a revival of 
“ Pajama 
Game,” 
a 
musical 
comedy 
starring 
Barbara 
McNair, Cab Calloway and Hal 
Linde, who currently performs on 
ABC as‘Barney Miller.” Smith, 
no doubt feeling as significant as a 
solitary grain of sand in the 
Sahara Desert, was one of more 
than 1,200 hopefuls interviewed 
for position, in the seven-man, 
seven-womah chorus. 
(Actors 
endearingly term such a mass 
gatheringa “ cattlecall.” 
Hoping for the best but bracing 
for the worst, Smith submitted the 
required 8x10 glossy along with a 
resume of previous experience, 
answered a few general questions 
and waited for the line every actor 
dreads to hear, ’’yhank you very 
much for coming, but . . . .” 
Instead, he was asked on the spot 
to Return the following week for an 
audition. 
Eight of the original 1,200 oc­ 
cupied the rehearsal stage that

songs, and then were pared to 40 
and told to return in the afternoon 
for further testing. 
Smith was 
among them, after catching the 
producer’s ear with a flawless 
rendition of “ Love Is A Many 
Splendored Thing.” 
Following lunch (who could 
eat?). 
further 
performing 
reduced the number to 20. Smith, 
sweaty palms, upset stomach and 
all, still remained of the chosen 
few. 
“ By this time I was beyond 
being nervous,” he recalled. “ I 
was totally numb. Every guy up 
there looked like very other guy, 
so I knew type didn’t count any 
more, just lick. 
After cooling heels for yeat 
nother hour while the women vied 
for their alloted spots, the men 
strained their vocal cords on e last 
time, and finally the lucky seven 
were announced. 
Ward’s name 
was the last called. 
Smith almost collapsed in sh- 
coked disbelief. ‘I felt certain it 
was all a mistake and they any 
minute someone would tap my 
shoulder and say ‘Are you nuts? 
Do you actually think anybody 
would want you in a Braodway 
show? 
Not until the contracts were 
signed did I gradually begin to 
understand what had happened. 
And I certainly didn’t wait long to 
splurge. 
That evening, for the 
first time in months, I took a cab 
home instead of a bus.” 
Luckily, he didn’t splurge much 
because, 
although “ Pajam a 
Game” was well received by the 
critics and public alike, it played 
only eight weeks on Broadway 
(following 
five 
weeks 
of 
rehearsals and six weeks out of 
town ironing out the rough spots). 
Lack of funds is usually the 
culprit 
when 
a 
hit 
closes 
prematurely, and this time was no 
exception. 
According to Smith, with three 
headliners drawing $5,000 a week 
each (an exorbitant amount even 
by Broadway standards when 
trhe production is as lavish as 
“ Pajama Game” ), the overhead 
eventually outstripped revenues 
and it was a case of “ the last one 
out don’t forget the lights.” 
In a manner typical of his newly 
chosen profession, Smith had 
gone from total obscurity to semi­ 
recognition on Brodway and back 
again in the relatively short span 
of 19 weeks. 
“ I guess my lowest moments 
came when that show closed. 
While it ran it was like going to a 
party every night, then suddenly 
it’s all gone and you’re seeing 
those same people next to you in 
the unemployement line. And you 
know you’ve become that most 
expendable of all commodities, 
the ‘between shows’ actor.” 
(It 
must be noted that an actor is 
never, never unemployed. He is 
merely ‘between shows.’) 
But titles are not important, at 


important is the very fact that he 
living in New York at all and 
attempting to find success amidst 
the glamor and tinsel of the 
theatrical 
world, 
considering 
those days of humble origin in 
Risco. 
Ad a teenager Smith picked 
cotton alongside his brother Jim 
(currently an officer in a savings 
and loan institution in Sikeston) 
on weekends and during school 
vacations to boost the family 
finances and employed his rich 
baritone in the choir of the local 
First Baptist Church. 
Once out of high school (Risco 
High, class of ’59) and void of 
plans, Smith eventually migrated 
to the College of the Ozarks in 
Northwest Arkansas with the 
nebulous idea of majoring in pre­ 
law. 


That plan was of short duration, 
however. 
During the fall 
semester of his second year, on a 
lark, he read successfully for the 
leading role of George Tibbs in the 
classic, “ Our Town” , and an actor 
was born.
